D IN CANADA 
Canada needs to produce more 
wool. With war development now 
threatening the supplies from a- 
broad, Canada faces a’ serious situ- 
ation. Compulsory reduction in the 
amount of wool for civilian pur- 
poses is necessary, In addition, 
many more shéep amp needed on 
Qemadian farms and ‘ranges in or- 
der to augment the wool supply. 

Ona million more sheep are re- 
quired by 1943. Sheep and lambs on 
farms in June, 1941, numbered 
slightly over 3% million head, ra- 
ther evenly divided between East- 
ern and Western Canada. The min- 
imum number of sheep and lambs 
tdimed at for all Canada in 1943 ‘is 
4% million—an overall increase of 
roughly 30 per cent. 

Good ewes and ewe lambs should 
be kept for breeding purposes. If 
Canada is to have one million more 
sheep by 1943, every useful ewe 
and every good ewe lamb, particu- 
Jarly the early ones, should be 
saved for the owner's flock or sold 
to someone who wishes to Increase 
his holding or to start a new flock, 
says. the Board. 

Before the time comes for mar- 
keting lambs and surplus aged 
stock, farmers should pick out the 
ewe lambs needed to increase their 
flocks. If there are still godd ewe 

mbs or useful aged ewes that 
someone might want for foundation 
stock, get i ntouch with the nearest 
\Jistrict representative of the Pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture 
or the live stock representative of 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture before deciding to send po- 
tential breeding stock to market.

ARTIME PRICES AND TRADE BOARD 5 
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LATE PLANTINGS 
In most of Canada. the average 


garden will now be planted with - 


the earlier types of vegetables and 
lowers. This does not mean that 
\{t is to late to make a start. Asa 
matter of, fact most authorities 
state the average beginner makes 
a mistake in ceasing planting to 
soon. If one desires continuous 
bloom throughout the season or a 


“continuing supply of really fresh 


vegetables, planting should be con- 
tinued right up to the Ist of July. 

This is especially true of vege- 
tables, particularly the. semi-ten- 
der things like beans, carrots, beets 
corn cabbage, etc. Most vegetables 
are best when they just reach first 
maturity, and if one wants to com- 
tinue eating the finest carrots, corn 
‘bleets, beans peas, etc. all through 
the season then. planting should be 
continued at intervals of from two 
to three weeks right from the time 
the soi) is first ready up to about 
‘the first week of July. 

With flowers, it is still not too 
Jate in most parts of Canada, and 
only early enough in the colder 
section, to plant nasturtiums, glad- 
ioli, dahlias, and to plant well start- 
ed plants of cosmos, zinnias, alys- 
sum, etc. obtainable from the near- 
est seedhouse nurseryman or green- 
house. These started plants in both 
\vdgdtables and flowers will allow 
one to have blooming flowers or a 
maturing vegetable garden in a few 
weeks. 


VICTORY GARDENS 

There has been a great deal of 
publicitl in the newspapers and ov- 
er thedanio this year about Victory 
gardens. Many Canadiansare plant- 
ing vegetables for the first time. 
Quite a lot of this publicity origin- 
ates in the United States, and while 
the information is highly suitable 
for the States it may not be adapt- 
ed for are more rigorous Canadian 
conditions. Oneshould be very care- 
ful in using varities mentioned, 
Many of these are not obtainable 


in Canadian seed stores for the sim- _ 


ple reason that these varities have 


Weds, insects and disease are the 
natural enemies of the garden. If 
countered quickly by continuous 
cultivation, some quick acting;com- 
mercial fertilizer and various sprays 


and dusts, there will be little _ 
~ trouble. The main thing is to. start 


the counter attack before the ene- 
mies get their offensive underway. 

It is a simple matter for nee 
to dust potatoes, and if done just 
as soon as the serond set of leaves 
develop, and followed again at in- 
tervals of two weeks during the 
early period of groyth there will be 
no trouble. The same is true with 
mildew on roses and other plants, 
with attacks of aphis, wilt and var- 
fous insects that pray on so many 
of our cultivated plants. 

Thorough and early cultivation 
will soon check weeds and encour 
age growth of the things we are try- 
ing to grow. If at the time’ of these 
first cultivations a little fertilizer 
is added, close to, but not touching 
the plants favorable growth will be 
further encouraged. 


GENERAL CARE 

Onse the garden, both vegetable 
and flower is fully planted late care 
will be principally cultivation and 
dusting or spraying as previously 
mentioned and thinning and staking 
One can hardly over-emphasize the 
importance of thinning. Those small 
seeded vegetables like lettuce, car- 
rots and beets for instance, should 
never be allowed to grow as they 
usually germinate. The same is true 
of flowers whose seeds are so fine 
that it is impossible to prevent 
their being planted to close. Carrots 
beets and lettuce should have two 
to three inches apart in the row and 
the first harvest should take out 
every other plant to give the sur- 
vivors room. With flowers, give at 
least half as much room. between 
the plants as they will finally grow.

REGISTRATION 


OF 


UNEMPLOYED MEN 


WHO MUST REGISTER 


Every man between the ages of 16 and 69 who is unemployed or 
who will not be gainfully occupied after May 31, 1942, must reg- 
ister. The following are excepted: Full-time students, or those 
confined in an asylum, or a prison, or hospital or home for the 
aged and infirm, or are subject to the provisions of the Essential 
Work (Scientific and Technical Personnel) Regulations, 1942. 


WHEN TO REGISTER 


If you have not already registered at an Employment and Claims 
Office of the Unemployment Insurance Commission within the last 
two weeks, or have not obtained work, you are required to register 
within the week of June Ist, 1942, or within one week after be- 
coming unemployed or not gainfully occupied at any time after 
May 31st, 1942. 


WHERE TO REGISTER 


1. At an Employment and Claims Office of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission, if you live in, or within five miles of, a 
city or town in which there is such an office; or 


2, At the nearest Post Office, if you do not live in, or within five 
miles of, a city or town in which there is an Employment and 
Claims Office. 


RENEWAL 


You must renew your registration at least every two weeks if you 
remain unemployed. 
By Authority of Order-in-Council P.C.1445 of March 2nd, 1942.

The permit system is. part of the 
plan to conserve gasoline and rub- 
ber for military needs by limiting 
non-essential motor travel. 


MUST REPORT EXCESS TIRES 

Automobile and truck owners 
have only until the end of May to 
report in writing to the nearest 
tire rationing Representative of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
any excess tires and tubes in their 
possession, whether new or used, 
over what is necessary to equip 
the running wheels and one spare 
rim of each vehicle in their owner- 
ship or control. It is not necessary 
to give the indentification number 
of the tires. 

There is no present intention of 
calling in excess tires, states the 
Pontroller of Supplies. The census 
of tires is part of the compiation of 


, the rubber resources of Canada. 


Tire Rationing representatives in 
Alberta are stationed at Red Deer, 
‘Lethbridge, Medicine Hat. Grande 
(Prairie, Calgary and Edmonton in 
the Regiorwi and sub-regional 
offices of the’ Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. 


FOR HOLIDAY MAKERS 

With the summer holiday season 
upon us, and travel by automobile 
limited, Mr. Walter S. Campbell, 
Regional Representative of the War 
time Prices and Trade Board, 


, points out that rentals of summer 
cottages must not be greater than 


those charged during similar 
months of last season. Renters who 
would offer to pay more are as li- 
able for a breach of the Rental reg- 
ulations as landlords who would 
charge more. Cost of meals, hotel 
accomodation etc., must not exceed 
last summer’s prices. 

Operators of summer hotels and 
boarding houses are under the same 
obligation as city operators—to post 
in each room a printed statement 
showing the maximum rental for 
the room. for one or more persons, 
with or without board.
